ſhould chiefly keep themſelvs free from Dez 


- fireor Sorrow, 'as from the greateſt Ty rant , 
over our quiet ; for the one tranſports us t0 
what is to come, and the other brings us 


back to what is paſt ; taking from us the lj- 


bertie of ſerling our happineſle in our pre- 


ſent content; as long as we either deſixe 


what is not yet, or lament in vain that which 


is no longer. Strong wits ealily reſiſt this 


tyranny : As when ſhips are toſs'd evenjn 


the height of the ftorm, the Needle kee 


alwayes ſtraight upon its Star, though the 
Maſts break, and the Sails tear; So wee 
ſhould alwayes be even in the Sreateſt ihe- 


quality of our buſinefſe.

Fame 1s ſometimes an effe& that ſeems to 
have no cauſe, and is rais'd like thoſe alarms 
that diſorder a whole Army, without any 
bodyes conceiving the occation, Why then 
ſhould we ſpend our ſpirits with ſo much un- 
_ quietneſſe,to know how we ſtand in the opi- 
nion of others, and affli& our ſelves for the 
errour of the vulgar ; as if the ignorant be- 
San but now to. deceive themſelves, and belie 

others. I ſhould have reaſon to wonder with 
Ariftotle, why the Ancients rewarded rather 
the ſtrength of. the body then minde, giving 
Lawrels to Wraſtlers,and not to Wiſe men:; 
but that ignorance and poverty diſenabled 
them-to ſet a prize of Vertue : Ignorance, 
becauſe having the foundation and roots in 
the heart , Men abuſe themſelves in their 
judgments of Vertue. Poverty, becauſe when 
we perceive tlte excellency of it, there is no- 
thing in the world: precious enough to ſerve. 
tor the recompence or Coronation. The 
unadviſed conceive often Vertue , where 
there is nothing but Vice,and without think- 
ing what they do,give ill-favoured names to

thoſe that may juſtly award reproach or 
praiſe, and would not think it fit to be angry 
at thar, which Iſhould _ at.

In- 
deed, one may laugh -at them that allow — 
themſelves all kinde'vf liberty, . becauſe ill | 
tongues rank the moſt vertuous with the 
molt difſolute in the ill repute; and the moſt 
vitious with rhe moſt worthy 1n the pool : 
as if Kings would light rorches at noon, be- 
cauſe the Sun lights Peaſants as well as them; 
or as if they*would be fick, and caft- aviay. 
their health, becauſe their Subjects { Are 
well! 

' We ſhould not make our ſelves vitious, 
| hecauſe others think ill ofus; but we ſhould 
| live better to deſerve another opinion : the 
teſtimony of the Conſcience is more tobe 
eſteemed then all reports, though there were 

neither friends nor enemies to praiſe orre- 
proach. Handſom 1wen will alwayes find 
ſatisfaRtion enough in their Glaſſe, and ill- 
favoured ones, vexation : The Conſcience 
doth the ſame for vice or vertue, as a glaſſe 
| for Faces. Diſfolute Women are far from 
| ſtanding on good opinion, fince they dojall 
they canto have anill one: And to conſider | 
; well the life of a great many , it ſeems they 

would 
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would imitate Zeſoi4 1n Martial, that affe- 
ed pomp and oftentation in her Debauche- 

,androok more pleaſure in the SpeRators, 
then the Adulteries. Shee was in her volu- 
ptuouſneſſe, as the Sophiſters were in their 
yertues ; they loved to do nothing well,ſhee 


nothing ill, but upon the Stage, Men ſhould 


_ not throw themſelves into deſpair for this, 
_ ſince this misfortune depends not on their 
carriage,and ſince the moſt illuſtrious perſons 


have been lyable to it; The infolency of Ly- 


cia did not abate the glory of her Husband's 


Victories. Druſus Nephewto Auguſtus and 


Marcus Aurelius, obtained an immortall 
_ reputation, notwithſtanding the laſciviouſ- 


neſle of his Wife. Infamy ſhould be perſo- 


nall, as ſinis; and we ſhould not partake of 
the puniſhment or ſhame, when we have no 


part in the crime. Since it is not enoughto 


be vertuous, but it muſt be believed, we muſt 
be carefull of the apparances, and leaye no 


pretences for i]l tongues, which makes faults 


when they finde none; I will allow, that 
Socrates loved not young Alcibiages, but 
with-all kinde of honour, - and that his affe- 


Rion did not contradi& his Philoſophy : Yet 


notwithſtanding, making him lye with him 
every night, he ſhould have been cautious of 


his coming, and retyrn, to take away the 
means 
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| means - from thoſe that ſaw him come back 
! inthe mornings, to make uſe of the time and! | 
' place of hisvilit for an occaſion of cenſure ||. 
though the Oracle publiſhed his vertue, one 
| cannot juſtifie his unadviſednefſle in the car-|

'  {orthat the Poets faign (pid to be fill at

wan:, ( landia, a veitall Virgin, was1nno- 
cent, yet was accuſed to have forteited her 
honour: for ſmelling too curionſly.; and ic 
| wasth ought enough t ro condemn her, that 
| ſheerookaltttle more pains with her cloaths 
* and diſcourſe, then was neceſſary for a Nun. 
| Indeed 1t was a light apparence to arraign 
| her on; bur ſhee would not have been ac- 
. quitted but by a prodigy, when ſhee moved 
a ſhip with her girdle,that 000g Engines and 
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_ no-infallible rule or means to preſerve her 
reputation; andince it depends on the opi- 
nion of others, there is more fortune then 
witdom in it. We muſt not think that igno- 
rance joyned with caution 1s ſufficient for it, 
ſince God himlelf that is the ſpring of good- 
nels and wiſdome, ſaw himfelfe traduced 


for a while by the impoſtures of his enemies 
that reported him a Man addicted to vice 


and debauchery. This one example ſhewes 
fufficiently that there is ſomwhat elſe requi- 
ſite beſides vertue and dexteritie to: preſerve 
1t.Thereisa ſtrange unhappineſs in ſome per- 


ſons, that expoſeth them to be talked of, no

Who 
knowes whether a merry humor bee a teſtt- 
mony of looſneſs or of freedome? Thoſe thar 
are ſerious, may they not paſs for vaine gr 
ſtupid , aſwell as for ode > the interpre- 
ration makes all . andif the thtngs were not. 
indifferent , wee ſpeake of them more accor- 
ding to our ſenſe , then their nature. Sinceit 
is ſo, wee ſhould. leeke our conſolation in our 
owne hearts;as wiſe men doe; and when we 
have done all-that lies 1nusto deſerve a godd | 
reputation, wee may deſpiſe an ill one.! The
